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“Echoes of Apollo” 
EME Project 


The EME project with the Amateur Astronomers 
Association of Pittsburgh (3AP) has taken a back seat 
because of the WASHFest. | did however exchange 
some emails with Kathy DeSantis of 3AP and we have 
tentatively set a date of Saturday, April 9" as a 
potential first attempt at our first EME contact. This 
date coincides with their first star party at the Mingo 
Observatory of the 2011 season. This is a few days 
earlier than the official Yuri's Night celebration on April 
12", but we both thought a mid week event would be 
poorly attended. There will be plenty of activity | am 
sure as EME stations who are preparing for Yuri's Night 
will use the weekend before to tune and troubleshoot 
their stations. 


So after W/ASHFest, we will have around six weeks to 
assemble our station, which for us means building our 
4 X 12-el Yagi array, purchasing a power divider 
assembly and LNA (preamplifier). Frank Bobro N3FB 
mentioned that he has a couple of spare 70-cm linear 
amplifiers that can be configured to give us a total of a 
few hundred watts. Assuming we can get 300-watts 
from our linear amplifiers, this combination should allow 
us to achieve about 23-dBi of gain. This is still a 
somewhat marginal station that will restrict us to using 
a digital mode JT65, the EME mode of the suite of 
WSJT weak signal modes by Joe Taylor K1JT. As long 
as we announce ourselves ahead of time we should be 
able to pull off some contacts. To learn

From the time | was first | was licensed in 1960, | bought used gear. 


Finally, in 1980, | bought my first piece of new gear...a Ten-Tec Omni A, Series B. This radio would be my primary rig for the next 
15+ years and would travel with me to three continents and provide me with well over 100K QSOs without a single failure. | 
parted with it in 1995, but always had a warm spot in my heart for that simple, reliable radio. 


Its amazing how the mind can observe and record things without you consciously directing it to. At a swap meet last weekend, my 
eyes fell upon something on the other side of the room that | needed to see. As! got closer, | saw a stack of beat-up-looking 
Ten-Tec gear. It was covered with a layer of dirt and grime. It took a little imagination to realize that it was an Omni A, Series B, matching 
remote VFO, 252 power supply and remote digital display. 


It looked as though someone had stacked stuff on top of the Omni and put a large gash on the top of the case. The trim ring on the transceiver (jem 
looked corroded and unrecoverable. | started to walk away, but noticed that all the lettering on the panel looked good, as best | could tell. | , 
spit on my finger tips and rubbed some of the grime off the tuning knob. The expected scratches were not there suggesting that this radio 
may not have seen a lot of use. | did the same on the other knobs, and found the metal inlays to be in very good shape. 


| noted that the dial cords were broken and the VFOs were both seized, but everything seemed unmolested, with the exception of the 
power cord, that was crudely cut about a foot from the connector. | made a ridiculous offer and was countered immediately with a "Sold!". 


| brought it home, set everything next to the kitchen and started cleaning. The more | cleaned, the more excited | got. This gear was in 
excellent shape. Front panels were perfect, the cases were much better than expected, the gash could be repaired, and the trim ring 
cleaned up perfectly with just a light application of Soft Scrub. Then | took off the top cover......bonus!!!...a 217 CW filter! (it is worth more 
than half of what | paid for everything!) 


Now I'm in the quandary of whether | should try un-seizing the VFOs and repairing the dial cords. I'm sure there may be other issues, maybe it would be better 
to send the radio back to Ten-Tec. | know there is information on line on doing these repairs and | still need a power cord to do any testing. 


This is one of those good luck stories. This Omni A even has serial number in the 600s, just like my original Omni did. 
| will Keep you posted on my efforts to get it back on the air!

Marty Woll N6VI, Vice Director, ARRL Southwestern Division 


The California Court of Appeals handed down its ruling during the last week in January, in the case of Alec Zubarau (WB6X) vs. City of Palmdale. 
The court made three decisions that affect Amateurs in California. 


First the court found that part of the Palmdale ordinance was unconstitutional because it was vague and could not be understood by a reasonable person. That 
part of the ordinance allowed an Amateur to have a vertical antenna up to 75 feet high when measured from the ground but limited the “active element of the 
antenna array” to 30 feet in height. The court found that the ordinance did not define “array” or “active element” and did not say where the height of such array 
was measured from. After a number of questions were submitted regarding this ordinance, the court determined that no one could really understand what it 
meant and declared it unconstitutional. This part of the decision, said ARRL Volunteer Counsel Len Shaffer WA6QHD, will affect only hams living in Palmdale. 


The next issue decided by the court had to do with radio frequency interference. They said that only the Federal government could regulate RFI and any state or 
municipal law that tried to address it was preempted. That means it is not enforceable. That part of the decision affects hams throughout the state, according to 
Shaffer. He asks any California amateur whose municipality or county has an ordinance that limits Amateur Radio antennas or operations based on whether 
there is interference to consumer or other devices to contact Southwestern Division Vice-Director Marty Woll N6VI at n6vi@arrl.org. 


The final part of the decision had to do with whether Palmdale followed the law when they made Alec Zubarau take down his permitted tower but allowed him to 
keep a VHF/UHF vertical on his roof. The court said they thought this was a reasonable accommodation because it allowed him to be active in some part of 
amateur radio. “This decision is troubling,” said Shaffer, “and we are considering what options we may have regarding any further review of the issue. We will be 
conferring with various legal sources before any final determination is made.”

On January 28 at 0132 UTC,a Soyuz rocket lifted off from Kazakhstan carrying the Russian Progress M-O9M cargo vehicle to orbit headed for the International 
Space Station (ISS). While the primary cargo of the Progress vehicle is fuel, oxygen, food and other supplies, the Progress also contains AMSAT's ARISSat-1 
Amateur Radio satellite. 


Progress docked with the space station just two days after launch, on January 30 at 0239 UTC. 


Currently ARISSat-1 is planned to be manually deployed from the ISS by Russian cosmonauts Dmitry Kondratyev and Oleg Skripochka during a spacewalk on 
February 16. ARISSat-1/RadioSkaf V will have simultaneous 2m FM, CW, BPSK and transponder transmissions. These multipletransmissions are created by a 
new software defined transponder (SDX) board. Features provided by the SDX include: 


¢« The FM transmissions with cycle between a voice ID, select telemetryvalues, 24 international greeting messages in 15 languages and live SSTV images. 

« | The CW transmissions will be callsign ID, select telemetry, and callsigns of people actively involved with the ARISS program. 

« | The BPSK transmissions will feature a new 1kKBPSK protocol developed by Phil Karn, KA9Q to be readable in low signal level conditions. It will alternate 
between telemetry and Kursk experiment data. Free ground station soundcard demodulator and display software will be available before deployment for 
multiple platforms. 

¢ There also is a 16kHz wide amateur radio U/V transponder between the BPSK and FM signals. 

« The Kursk experiment will be sampling the amount of vacuum each day for 90 minutes and sending down data to map the vacuum change as the satellite 
slowly spirals into the atmosphere.

Newington, CT, February 8", 2011 — On Monday, February 7", the FCC 
released a Public Notice (DA 11-221), adding a new country to the CEPT 
reciprocal operating arrangements for US citizens who hold an FCC-issued 
General, Advanced or Amateur Extra class Amateur Radio licenses. US hams 
may now operate in Montenegro, as well as the other countries covered by the 
European Conference of Postal and Telecommunications 

Administrations (CEPT), subject to the regulations in force 

in the country visited, to operate in those countries. C 
CEPT Novice Radio Amateur License privileges, in 

accordance with ECC Recommendation (05)06 (as 

amended). US amateurs holding an Advanced or Amateur Extra class license 
will be granted CEPT Radio Amateur License privileges in accordance with 
CEPT Recommendation T/R 61-01 (as amended). US hams who will be 


traveling to CEPT countries can now go to these links and see if any new 
countries have been added to the reciprocal agreements. 


US amateurs with a General class license will be granted 


While operating an amateur station ina CEPT country, the US amateur must 

have a copy of the Public Notice, proof of US citizenship and evidence of their 
FCC license in their possession. They must show these documents to proper 

authorities upon request. 


CEPT countries participating in ECC Recommendation (05)06 as of February 7", 
2011 are: Belgium, Croatia, Czech Republic, Denmark (including Greenland and 
the Faroe Islands), Germany, Hungary, Iceland, Liechtenstein, Luxembourg, 
Montenegro, Netherlands, Portugal, Romania, Slovak Republic, Slovenia and 
Switzerland. 


CEPT countries participating in CEPT Recommendation T/R 61-01 as of 
February 7", 2011 are: Austria, Belgium, Bosnia and Herzegovina, Bulgaria, 
Croatia, Cyprus, Czech Republic, Denmark (including Greenland and the Faroe 
Islands), Estonia, Finland, France (including Corsica, Guadeloupe, French 
Guyana, Martinique, St Bartholomew, St Pierre and Miquelon, St Martin, 
Reunion and its Dependencies, Mayotte, French Antarctica, French Polynesia 
and Clipperton, New Caledonia, and Wallis and Futuna), Germany, Greece, 
Hungary, Iceland, Ireland, Italy, Latvia, Liechtenstein, Lithuania, Luxembourg, 
Macedonia, Moldova, Monaco, Montenegro, Netherlands, Norway, Poland, 
Portugal, Romania, Slovak Republic, Slovenia, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland, 
Turkey, Ukraine and the United Kingdom (including Northern Ireland, the 
Channel Islands and the Isle of Man). 


ARRL’s Logbook of the World (LoTW) -- an online system for amateurs to 
confirm two-way contacts that can be used for various ARRL awards -- has been 
upgraded to support awards based on Maidenhead grid squares, such as VUCC 
and the Fred Fish Memorial Award. To take advantage of the new features, you 
need to log in to your LoTW account. 


VUCC is an open-ended award in that hams can work on throughout their 
lifetime, just like DXCC. But, like the Worked All States (WAS) award, the VUCC 
rules require all the contacts to be made from a defined area. For VHF and UHF 
QSOs on 1296 MHz and below, this distance must be within 200 km on 1296 
MHz and below. For SHF awards, contacts must be made from a single location, 
defined as within a 300 meter diameter circle. As such, the VUCC support in 
LoTW allows you to make the rule -- or rules -- necessary to find the QSLs in 
LoTW that satisfy the VUCC rules. 


When you log in to LoTW, click on the “Awards” tab. Besides finding the buttons 
for DXCC and WAS, you will also find a VUCC button. If you wish to use LoTW 
for VUCC, click on “Create New VUCC Award Account.” When you do, you'll 
see a box where you can name your account. You also have the opportunity to 
make this your default VUCC account. Click “Save account changes.” 


At this point, you can manually add QSOs by clicking on “Add a QSO Set to this 
VUCC account.” If you click on “Add rule to QSO Set,” this will add a rule that 
will select current and future QSOs to this VUCC LoTW account. 


You do not need to create separate accounts for each band which was used 


from any geographic location; LoTW will manage your band awards in each 
account for you. For example, your “home” location is grid square FN31, but you 
also operated portable from EL97. You will have to create two separate VUCC 
accounts so that the QSOs you made from EL97 are not credited to FN31. 


Beyond these set-up procedures, the VUCC support functions operate much like 
the way the WAS support in LoTW works: You are allowed to have multiple 
VUCCs, as long as they are from areas too far apart to be counted as one area. 
Most people will likely have one “home” or “primary” VUCC area.
